The Richmond Oilers opened their season on Sept. 17 by losing a tough 
one to the Napa Tindians, 13 to 12. The game was virtually a cinch in the 
last quarter with Richmond leading 12 to 6. Napa was back on its own 35 
yard line pitching passes fast and furious—just three minutes left to play. 
It proved to be plenty of time, however, because one of the passes clicked 
and the receiver had nothing but 60 yards of green between him and the 
goal posts. 

The team as a whole played an exceptionally fine game. Probably one 
of the best performances of the evening was turned in by Glenn Brummley. 

On Sept. 24, the Richmond Oilers suffered their second defeat in a row 
when the Woodland Wolves exploded in the second half to beat the Oilers 
19-138. 

After taking a lateral pass from quarterback Mervin Estabrook, Ray 
Hurlburt scored first on a right end run. The conversion was blocked, and 
Richmond led throughout the first half 6 to 0. 

in the second half, the Oilers received the ball and proceeded to march 
down the field. This time “Lefty”? Kent broke out in the open and ran 76 
yards before being hauled down on the four yard line. Kent was handed the 
ball on the next play and went over to score. This made the score 12 to 0. 
A pass scored the conversion and Richmond was out in front 13 to 0. 

4 few seconds after the kickoff the lead was narrowed down to seven 
points. when the Woodland halfback, who took the kickoff, fumbled the ball, 
recovered it, and ran 80 yards to score without a hand laid on him. The 
Wolves went on from there and scored two more touchdowns before the 
final gun sounded. The final score was 19 to 138. 

On October 1, Richmond played its first league game of the season, the 
traditional Richmond vs. El] Cerrito game. 

El Cerrito’s passing attack served as an asset in giving Richmond its 
third downfall of the season. It was the first football game that the Gauchos 
had ever won from the Oilers in league play. This proved a running start 
for the Gaucho Eleven in the league. However, this running start was 
throttled when they began bumping heads with other A.C.A.L. teams. 

It was a beautifully executed pass from Estabrook to Ray Hurlburt that 
set the Oilers up with a first down on the Gaucho 11 yard line in the first 
quarter, and some more of the same with Sam Lesti’s catching that put the 
first score on the scoreboard and the Oilers out in front. The try for the 
conversion was blocked. This left the score 6 to 0 in favor of Richmond. 

It was Riemond’s game in the first half and El Cerrito’s in the second. 
El Cerrito had the edge in first downs by producing 9 of them to the 
Oilers’ 7. It was the Gauchos’ passing combination that proved fatal to 
Richmond. The final score was 18 to 6. 

On October 8, the Richmond Oilers broke a jinx and scored their first 
victory of the year when they beat the Oakland Wildcats 20 to 12 in a 


practice game. 

The scoring started within the first two minutes of play when the Oilers 
recovered a fumble on the Wildcat 20. Ray Hurlburt went through center 
for a first and ten on the Oakland 6, and on the next play, “‘Lefty’’ Kent 
scored. Don Meadors kicked the conversion. 

Oakland started rolling, when the Wildcats rushed Kent, who was kick- 


ing from his end zone, and they partially blocked the kick. The ball fizzled 
« «¢ Of bounds on the twenty. The Wildeats scored from there, with Johnny 
Nules blocking the conversion. : 

Richmond got back in the scoring department when Kent took the kick- 
off and went 80 yards to score. 

In the second half, the Wildcats scored in less than five minutes of play. 
but a bad kick left the score at 18 to 12. 

Then the Oilers started to roll. They went to the four yard line, where 
a penalty put them back on the 10, but Hurlburt took the ball on an end 
run to score, When the final gun sounded, the score was 20 to 12. 

On October 15, Richmond was pitted against the highly touted Berkeley 
Yellow-Jackets, but credit is due Coach Joe Merlo and the boys .They out- 
passed, out-ran, out-kicked and just generally pushed the lumbering Jack- 
ets all over the field. But luck was smiling on the lucky Yellow-Jackets. 
who even fumbled to a score. Ray Hurlburt put on a pretty little 52 yard 
dash to score the only touchdown for the Oilers. The kick was good and when 
the tinal gun went off, the score read 20 to 7. 

On October 22, Richmond met a fairly strong Hayward team. The Oilers 
held the Farmers to two touchdowns in the first half, but the Hayward 
eleven came back strong in the second streteh and romped for four more 
before the final gun was fired. 

Richmond’s only score came in the second half when the Oilers marched 
from the 85 to a score on long runs and quick passes. The final score was 
Richmond 6, Hayward 37. 

Richmond’s Oilers dropped a wide-open 89 to 19 decision to Alameda’s 
hard running Hornets here on October 29. Except for two first period fum- 
bles which led to Alameda touchdowns, Richmond played one of its best 
games of the year. A 40 yard touchdown. thrust by Richmond’s Ray Hurl 
burt, put the Oilers back in the fight. A screen pass from Hurlburt to Billy 
Glenn was good for 40 yards. Glenn sneaked through for the score to make 
it 82 to 19. The other touchdown was made by Al Saraiva. 

On the night of November 5, Richmond met a surprisingly strong <A] 
bany Eleven. The Oilers couldn’t make a touchdown stick until the last 
quarter when a 43 yard pass from quarterback Billy Glenn to Sam Lesti 
scored. Glenn got good protection on the play and Lesti outfooted Albany's 
defenders to the goal, The conversion was good, The final score was <Al- 
bany 9, Richmond 7. 

On Wednesday night, November 10, a pre-Armistice Day game, the bot- 
tom fell out when the Piedmont Highlanders smothered the Oilers by a 
score of 43 to 0. The Highlanders seemingly scouted the Oilers well be- 
cause their defense was set accordingly. The Oilers put on a march in the 
final quarter but it fizzled out on the Highlander’s 4° yard line when the 
gun went off.
